Os- 
borne has showed that the con- 
victs he has come to know so well 
arc. in many respects, much the 
same as the general run of people 
outside of prisons. Others are more 
like 
irres|Kinsible 
children than 


the vicious individuals we 
com- 


monly consider criminals to be. 
Some time afft. 
a lawyer 
who 


has had a great deal of experience 
with criminals, expressed tfie pos- 
itive belief that crime is largely 
an 
expression 
of ill health. 
He 


stated that the average criminal 
is 
fourteen pounds under normal 


weipht. He said in part, that the 
ability to resist crime is physical 
and depends 
largely 
on health. 
With ill health or malnutrition in 
the young, the first thing to give 
way "is the power of self control.

In eith- 
er case, however, a health problem 
is presented, the solution of which 
is sufficiently 
difficult

ciently important to warrant the

many fall down on the 
job, also, the evidence that crime is 
a manifestation of disease, rather

That the Or.eida County Court House is one cf the most beautiful public 


buildings in this state from an exterior view, -while the interior is barren 
and barn-like in appearance, as the result of never having been finished with 
any sort of wall decoration. 


It has r.c*.- been six years since the building was completed and accepted 


by the count}—the object made to decoration at the time cf completion, viz: 


A bad roof and the danger of settling of the building have been re- 


moved, and the walls and the ceilings of the rooms can now be finished, 
•without the danger of damaging or destroying any decoration placed on the 
same. 


Your board at its annual meeting made an appropriation in the ge'r.eral 


fund of fCO.OOO, which amount has been levied lor miscellaneous expenses 
of the county for 1917, and which fund will be in the Ccunty Treasury and 
available for use on or before June 1st, 1917. We believe that a small por- 
tion of this general fund could be profitably use-! in the finishing cf the 
interior of the Court House, and that this work could never be done, more 
cheaply or with less inconvenience to the public and the tax payers, than 
during the present summer; the money to pay for the work being already 
levied in the general fund, it would require no, special levy or tax to pay for 
the work, and there being no session "of the court or of the County Board 
during the summer, there would be no inconvenience to business. 


We further represent that as the county officers, courts and the. members 


cf the bar are more interested in the movement than other members of the 
public, they should be represented upon the committee having in charge, the 
selection of the style of decorations and the supervision of the work. 


For the purpose of getting this work started and providing for its 


prosecution and the payment for the same, we have drawn a resolution which 
•we submit herewith and we'respectfully request that your board take up and 
adopt such resolution at his first regular session.
